1) The closest prior art is constituted by D1 = WO-A-94/00980 (cited in the 
description). From D1 a method and device is known from which the subject- 
matter of independent claims 1 and 23 essentially differ by the features pertaining 
to the particulate material being rendered airborne by the movement of the pest. 

These differentiating features are neither known from, nor readily rendered 
obvious by, the prior art made available. The skilled man, when starting from D1, 
neither could nor would thus arrive at the subject-matter of independent claims 1 
and 23 without exercising an inventive step. 

2) Dependent claims 2-22 and 24-44 disclose further embodiments of the 
independent claim to which they refer and are likewise considered to meet the 
requirements of the PCT with regard to novelty and inventive step (Article 33(2)(3) 
PCT). 

3) From D1 a pest control trap is known, which (cf. Fig. 3a-b) comprises a surface 
having a recess therein, wherein a particulate material incorporating a pest killing 
or behaviour-modifying agent, is accommodated in the recess (D1; page 7, 3rd 
paragraph; page 13, 3rd paragraph). 

Consequently, the subject-matter of independent claim 45 is not novel (Article 
33(2) PCT). 

4) Having regard to the passages of D1 indicated above, the subject-matter of 
independent method claim 51 is likewise anticipated by D1 (Article 33(2) PCT). 

5) The subject-matter of dependent claims 48, 49 and 52 is likewise known from D1 , 
cf. also page 6, last paragraph (Article 33(2) PCT).
